Atwood In a Biplane Travels from 
. Boston to New London in Two 
Hours and Ten Minutes. 


THEN FOLLOWS BOAT RACE 


With Mayor of New London as a Pas 
senger, Zig-Zags Over Course 
as Crews Strain Below. 


Special to The ‘New York Times. 

NEW LONDON, June 30.—An unexpect- 
ed event was added to the Yale-Harvard 
beat race ‘programme this afternoon by 
Harry N. Atwood, who with Mayor Bry- 
an F. Mahan by his side for the first 
time in the history of the regatta fol- 
lowed the. Varsity eight race in an aerc- 
plane. He had flown over from Squan- 
tum Field, Bostoh, fh the morning with 
his mechanician, James Fleet, as a pas- 
senger, a distance of 185 miles, In 2 
hours ang 10. minutes, which ig the long- 
est continuous cross-country. flight made 
in America.. He delighted the crowds as 
the race was in progress by his perfect 
‘command of his machine over the river, 

Atwood’ started from Boston at exact- 
ly 7 o'clock this morning. He made a 
bes line for Quincy and then steered by 
South Braintree and Brockton to Bridge- 
water. Middleboro, Taunton, Fall River, 
and Newport were next passed, and then 
he crossed Narragansett Bay to the tracks 
of the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
at Kingston. He followed the railroad 
to this city, and a few. minutes after 9 
o'clock the abund ot his propeller whir- 
ring‘ overhead .warned the crowds ‘that 
something unusual was! happening. 

They saw the: Burgess-Wright biplane, 
500*feet In the air, turning up the river, 
passing over the. drawbridge, and then 
volplaning to a landing on a hill behind 
the Riverside Iron Works on the west 
bank, AS it, passed every yacht let go 
her whistie and flags of every hue weré 
waved in a wild salute. The crowd 
rushed after Atwood and collected around 
his machine in so dense a maés that 
the farmer to whom the field belonged 
ordered him away.

He 
emptied two revolvers at the robbers be- 
fore he fell wounded.» Conductor H. D. 
Rooney borrowed a revolver from one of 
the passengers and emptied it at tha ban- 
dits. One of the desperadoes hit him ‘in 
the back with a stone, He was badly 
hurt, but he crawled through the woods 
to a farmhouse and telephoned to this 
city. 

EXxpressman Hart was shot through the 
left Jeg and Brakeman ©. F. Bemis: suf- 
fered a flesh wound, 

Word of the hold-up spread. through 
the city, and when the train pulled in at 
11:35 over an hour late 5,000 people were 
awaiting it. Two coaches from the train 
were filled with policenien and detectives 
and rushed back to the scene of the hold- 
up, while word was flashed to all the 
surrounding towns. Up to a late hour 
this morning no arrests had beer made. * 

The train was due tn this city at 10:10 
to-night. A few minutes before'10 o'clock, 
when the train was making a large curve, 
the engineer saw an obstruction ahead.

The spot selected by. the robbers. was 
ideal for their work, On one side of the 
railroad is a large ravine, and on the 
other side is.a dense wood; The men had 
hidden among the trees, It was from this 
point that all of them: made their appear- 
ance when the train came to’a stop.

Such a remarkable showing of forged 
and raised checks and mutilated vouch- 
ers was made to Assistant District At- 
torney Elder of Kings County by Mrs.

Among the papers was a. note. for $15,- 
‘| 000 made out by.the Ironclad Manufactur- 
ing Company to a saloon keeper a block 
from the Ironclad Company's plant in 
Brooklyn. On the back was an indorse- 
ment to the effect that $2,000 had been 
paid. Across‘its face, in large and nérv- 
ously written letters, was the word 
* Canceled." * 

The cancellation was made by the sa- 
loon keeper less than a month ago. Two 
of Mrs. Seaman's employes are now un- 
der indictment for forgery and grand lar- 
ceny, and are opt on bonds of $5,000, 
which were lowered from the $80,000 at 
which they were first fixed, mentioned 
the saloon keeper in confessions made to 
Central Office detectives.

TWO STANDARDS, POLITICAL AND 
COMMERCIAL. 

“Ben. G.’s” various bills afford an 
excellent opportunity: to contrast fact 
and theory in the working of our 
institutions. Theoretically our legisla- 
tors represent all. that is best in our 
governing classes. As matter of fact 
the classes whom they govern spend 
most of their time in scurrying to cy- 
cloné cellars before these flowers of our 
demotracy. Senator Grapy, speaking 
in his place, has said that he did not 
conceive the bill which bears his name 
compelling writers for the press to sign 
their articles, and there is precedent, 
therefore, for dssuming that he did not 
conceive the bill against which mem- 
bers of the Clearing House met in pro- 
test yesterday. Consequently there is 
no authority for the hypothesis that the 
bill may have been inspired by any 
financial institutions whose standards 
are below those of the Clearing House, 
und who are envious of the label which 
they cannot wear. Neither is it per- 
missible to state that the intent of the 
bill is to lower Clearing Housé stand- 
ards, but the effect is that, however ex- 
cellent the intent. 

One of Senator Grapy’s bills author- 
izes financial institutions to keep ré- 
serves in bonds instead of in cash. Per- 
haps the intent of the bill was to im- 
prove the credit of that class of bonds, 
perhaps it was intended to aid those 
who had more of those bonds than they 
could easily dispose of otherwise.’ In 
either case the effect was to make bank 
reserves leas liguid, and to that extent 
to impair the banking situation. His 
other bill forbids banking institutions 
to establish for themselves higher 
Standards than are set. by law. As 
such action is voluntary, and is to the 
obvious. benefit of all customers of such 
institutions, and since there is no os- 
tensible objector except the Senator, it 
follows that there is no ground for pro- 
test in the public interest. On the con- 
trary, both of Senator Grapr’s bills are 
contrary to public interest, and exem- 
\plity| the contrast between fact and 
theory in the working of our institu- 
tions as aforesaid. No longer is it pos- 
sible to take for granted that breakers 
of the law ere bad men, and there is 
presumption that legislators are not —* 
titled to the honorary prefix to their 
names until they have distinguished 
themselves by the manner of their con-

Clearing House. They are a priceless 
possession of the commerctal commu- 
nity, and ought to be preserved as care-} 
fully as even political rights. ‘The in- 
stitutions which have affiliated them- 
selves with the. Clearing, House, and 
have complied with its standards, have 
done 80 at trouble and expense to qual- 

ify themselves to serve their customers 
better than the law requires. They are 
entitled to have recognized these serv- 

ices to every man who keeps a bank: 
account. It is not proof, of unsound- 
ness that any institution is not a mem- 
ber of the Clearing House, but the ad- 
mission of each additional member 
strengthens both {t and every other 
member. Each non-member is entitled 
to beyjudged on its own conditions, but 


above legal standards and of assist- 
ance in meeting any temporary embar- 
Trassment, which is lable to come.at 
times. 

It ought to be possible to assume that 
such bills.as these are not capable of 
enactment. Unfortunately one of these 
bills has “been not only passed but 
signed. This does no credit to the 
Governor. He has had banking expe- 
rience, and was expected to be a busi- 
ness Governor. It is certainly known 
that bankers of this city made. repre- 
sentations to the Governor which were 
ineffective, since his signature reflected 
political rather than commercial con- 
siderations. It is possible, therefore, 
that the second bill may administer an- 
other dose of poison to credit at its 
source.' In that case the Clearing 
House would be deposed from guardian- 
ship of the general financial situation, 
which it has safeguarded more than 
once. Advice may be wasted upon such } 
a Legielature as this, but it cannot be 
possible that bank depositors should 
need to be cautioned to take their cue 
in this matter rather from the Clearing 
House than from Senator Grapy, even 
though he may in some marvelous man- 
ner secure the agreement with him of 
the Governor and the Legislature. 

THE LEVY ELECTION BILL. 

If the Governor was persuaded to 
send in a message that made possible 
the passage of the Levy Election bill 
by statements that the amendments re- 
moved all good grounds for opposition, 
he was grossly misled. If it was fur- 
ther represented to him that he might 
secure the passage of his favorite bills 
by helping in the passage of this, he 
was party to a bargain that he ought 
not to have made, and he will probably 
be cheated. In any case he will help 
the State, help his own party, and re- 
deem himself from serious discredit, if 
he vetpes the bill when it reaches him. 

It is barely possible that it will not 
reach him. ‘There are still some As- 
sembly amendments to consider in the 
Senate, and enough of the up-State 
Democrats in that body may see the 
true nature and effect of the bill to de- 
feat it there. Senator BrRACKETT was 
perhaps justified in his gleeful remark 
that the passage of the bill would be 
worth 100,000: votes to the Republican 
ticket next Fall, and that is a result 
which the up-State Democrats can 
hardly wish to bring about. The prime 
purpose of the bill is to repress inde~- 
pendent voting. In the interior of the 
State, the independent voters are for 
the most part inclined to be Democrats 
or to combine with the Democrats of 
their own districts to defeat the ma- 
chine Republicans. It is not to. their 
interest to hamper such combinattons. 
Neither is it to their interest that Tam- 
many should have a more conspicuous 
and effective control of the politics of 
the State than it already has. The 
greater and plainer -the influence of 
Tammany in the party, the harder it 
will always be to carry the State. Next 
to suppressing the independent vote, 
the object of the Levy: bill’ is to 
strengthen and exalt Tammany. Every 
up-State Senator who votes for the bill 
votes to make the lot of his party in the 
State harder. Possibly this will dawn 
on the minds of enough of them to de- 
feat the bill. If not, and the bill goes 
to the Governor, he ought to kill it. He 
ought to do so for the sake of public 
decency, and from true party loyalty 
and from self-respect. It is his one 
last chance this year to break with Mr. 
Murprr, to throw off the yoke that 
Tammany seems to have placed on his 
neck, and to get back some of the con- 
fidence the people had in him when 
théy elected him last. Fall.

CATHEDRAL’S GRANITE. 


Thinks Materials for Constructing St. 
John’s Should Be Carefully Studied. 


To the Hdttor of The New York Times: 

If the Building Committee of the Cathedral 
of St. John the Divine contemplates a change 
in the style of architecture of that great 
structure, would it not be well to take this 
occasion for a careful study of the materials 
of construction employed? This is to be our 
most important ecclesiastical edifice and is in- 
tended, presumably, to last throughout the 
ages. It will be nothing short of a catastrophe 
if ‘a structural material is used concerning 
the durability of which even a suspicion can’ 
be entertained. Color in stone is due to one 
of two causes, either the inclusion of mineral 
elements in their natural and normal state, or 
to the alteration of some of the mineral in- 
gredients by external causes. An example of 
the latter is the change of color in. any stone 
by weathering. Another example is what is 
known among quarrymen ad “‘sap,” a dis- 
coloration of stone along the bed seams and 
jointing planes. This is most frequently found 
in the granitic rocks and is due te the partial 
decay of the mica ingredients. 

The stone chosen for the exterior walls of the 
cathedral is a granite of a pronounced yellow 
color quarried in New York State. It was 
commended solely by its color, as this is a 
unique tint among granites. It is to be noted 
that this particular tint is found only near the 
surface and it is possible to obtain enough 
stone of the same color solely by reason of 
the,.fact that the deposit has an immense super~ 
ficial area. It should also bo noted that the 
®eological handbooks that describe this stone 
declare that the yellow color is due to the 
partial decay of the muscovite, or white mica. 
‘While granite is one ofthe strongest and most 
durable of all stones, there are certain varie+ 
tles t decompose, or become ‘‘ kaolinized,’’ 
owing ‘to the decay of the feldspar and mica. 

This maticr is of such grave. importance 
that it would seem advisable that the stone 
be subjected to severe scientific test and scru- 
tiny before it is finally used for rearing the 
main walle of the cathedral. A change of 
material in any building during process of con- 
struction is unfortunate, but so far only the 
apse is near completion, and a different stone 
in the body of the edifice would not neces- 
sarily be inharmonious. 

Mr. Ralph Adams Cram, whe has been 
chosen as the consulting architect, also has a 
penchant for the warm yellow stones. Mr, 
Cram, however, usually gets his effect by the 
employment of what are known aa the “* seam- 
face’’ granites, quarried at various places in 
Massachusetts. These are thin bedded stones, 
lying in an almost vertical position and stained 
along the bed seams by percolating water. It 
is purely @ surface coloration, and does not 
penetrate the rock appreciably or impair its 
strength... An objection to the use of the 
seam-face’’ granites In such a byilding as 
the cathedral is that the stones are generally 
less than a foot in thickness and could. not be 
used as @ structural part of the building. They 
would have to be employed as a veneering.

may later be obliged to appeal. 

It is probably too late to instruct these 
men as to the manner in which they have

learned their lesson now it is probable 
that they never will, but possibly those 
who come after them may learn that po- 
liteness and courtesy, which in them- 
selves cost: little, may be more valuable 
than anything which money can buy.
